Blast After Blast As 
Gasoline Tanks Of 
Autos Explode 


(Associated Press) 
KANSAS CITY, Mo„ Feb. 14—Mo- 
tordom’s newest and shining offer­ 
ings for 1925 were a mass of charred 
and twisted wreckage today In the 
ashea of the Kansas City motor show 
which was destroyed by fire last night 
with a loss at more than $2,000,000. 
Flames swept through the American 
royal live stock pavilion, housing the 
show, and consumed all 
the 
latest 
creations of aultimobüe and accessory 
manufacturers, being displayed there. 
The loas in exhibits was placed at 
$1,500,000. Two thirds of the amount 
was in accessories. 
The building, valued at 
$050.000 
was levelled. Three hundred pleasure 
ears, approximately 76 trucks and two 
airplanes were burned. The exhibits 
of about 200 accessory manufacturers 
were destroyed. 
Then end of the show was set for 
tonight. 
The fire struck in the last fleeting 
minutes of Friday, the thirteenth, ami 
it was the 718th fire of the year here. 
Captain John J. Crane 05, oldest 
fireman on 
the 
department, 
was 
caught on an incline between the an­ 
nex and the main building where he 
was attempting to work a hose and 
was burned to death. 
Firemen who had noted his disap­ 
pearance found the body when they 
penetrated the ruins. He headed the 
only horse drawn company remaining 
in the department. 
Originating in an annex among 
flimsy decorations due it is believ­ 
ed to faulty wiring, the flames quick­ 
ly spread to the main structure. Blast 
after blast rocked the building as the 
flames reached the gasoline tanks 
of the cars. 
Geqrge Bond, manager of the show 
declared all tanka had been drained 
but the fumes probably accounted for 
the explosion. 
Virtually all appara­ 
tus in the two Kansas Cities was at 
the scene, but the efforts of the fire* 
men were unavailing. 
Within less than two hours after the 
fire was discovered the wails 
had 
crumbled and the roof of the main 
structure collapsed.

Six thousand people sat for 100 minutes lust Saturday 
night hearitig John Brown, the evangelist who has just 
closed a revival meeting of five weeks duration at tfye 
city auditorium of Birmingham, lecture on “In the Cult 
Kingdom,” and as the speaker would oppose ‘any religi 
oaa except the one taught by S t Paul and the early apos

approval. 
"Brother Brown” claimed that in the test analysis, “pan 
theism,” is taught by all who don’t preach as did St 
Paul. Since the days God taught His chosen people, there 
is one God sad that He is a person, good men in all ages 
have opposed any doctrine, tha even seemed to do away 
with the personality of God or the Sonship of Christ. The 
church leaders cried out in the days of Copernicus, that 
haveopposedany doctrine, that even seemed to do away 
man from direct personal control by God.” 
Some de 
nounced the idea thati the world was round, on the ground 
that a personal God spoke in the Bible of the world hav 
ing “four corners” and was hence square. 
Today "evo 
íutíoh” ahcT any and atf teachings,'^hat seem to put man­ 
kind under law, rather than under grace and love, will 
simply not be tolerated- by "the common 
people”—the 
same people who heard our Savior “gladly.” 
Why, for 
many reasons, one is that away back! in the head of every 
one, there is that child-like mind, that the dear Master 
commended. 
Another reason is loyalty to persons 
in­ 
cluding God Himself, holds people away from any teach­ 
ing that does not “give Him all the 
glory.” 
Third 
“horse sense” tells ys that no effect can be as great as 
its cause, which is to say that the Great First Cause, is 
greater than any of His own tews and much less greater 
than any of His "alleged” laws. 
And “true believers” will always believe that God, the 
Father, can, will and does over-rule His own laws for 
the good of His children—such believe that God is LOVE 
and also that LOVE fulfills the LAW—that LOVE over­ 
rules LAW; also such deny that tew is self operative, or 
even "self starting.” 
And again right or wrong, 
jusi 
people are not willing for their kind to play second fiddle 
to any law, this explains in part why it is so hard to get 
tew observed (Just in passing no one obeys the law, ex­ 
cept as love constrains them, and Christ’s love at that.) 
Just people will put love and loyalty to their friends 
above "rules and regulations”—there is where a lot of in­ 
efficiency and péfctey graft steals into our business life. 
Call this dispositions

personality

law, 
wrong, childish egotistic, pride of ancestry, as lasish loy­ 
alty or what not, it per^sts and will until the end of 
time. Just as the tiny lovely little children "love teach­ 
er”—so us grown-ups who are so "wise” we want to con­ 
struct thought systems and philosophize to our heart’s con­ 
tent still—when it comes to the "show-down,” will put a* 
God of love above a God of law. 
The Bible "knew” 
where it said 'that "every knee shall bow and every 
tongue confess.” Why not submit "gracefully” since we 
have to sooner or later. Finally let us conclude the idea 
of ohe God is here to stay, the idea He made His own 
laws and can over-rule them, is here to stay—the idea 
that persons, (especially one Person, God, Himself) are 
amenable only to the tews of theiF being, is here to stay 
—the idea that we will pút personal loyalty above mere 
rules and laws, is here to stay.
